The average 
teacher in 
Andover earns 
about $39,000 a 
year, according 
to Superinten- 
dent Mark 
McQuillan, 

There are 
approximately 
310 teachers in the school system this year. 
More than 50 people in Andover’s schools, 
both part- and full-time, lost their jobs last 
year because of budget cuts. 

Teachers earn a base salary, but are eligi- 
ble to make more money by earning more 
degrees, coaching sports teams, advising 
extracurricular activities, heading a depart- 
ment or leading stalf-development courses. 

The highest stipend for coaching is $8,070, 
for the head football position. The head bas- 
ketball coach for both the boys’ and the 
girls’ teams is paid $4,749. The average 
stipend for assistant coaches is approxi- 
mately $2,500. : 

Heads of departments can receive addi- 
tional stipends up to $2,650. 

Teachers can increase their base salaries 
by moving up in “step and track.” Step cor- 
responds to the number of years teachers 
have worked in the Andover school system 
or experience they’ve earned outside the 
system. Track corresponds to the number of 
credits and degrees beyond a bachelor’s 
degree that they've earned. The school sys- 
tem reimburses teachers for courses they 
take toward a higher degree. 

Teachers who are close to retirement age

The Ann Rawl- 
ings Greene Reser- 
vation is tucked in 
the angle formed by 
Andover Street, Das- 
comb Road and Ban- 
nister Road in Bal- 
lardvale. Most of 
these 31 acres lie on 
a high ridge extend- 
ing the length of the 
property, which is 
an extension of Indi- 
an Ridge, a glacial 
esker also owned by 
AVIS. On the Das- 
comb Road _ side 
there are several 
swamps pretty well 
dried up at this time 


of the year. 
A path well 
marked by AVIS 


signs, a rectangular 
white mark on trees, 
follows along the 
entire ridge through 
wooded sections con- 
sisting mainly of 
young oaks and oth 
er hardwoods. A 
longer walk can be 


made by crisscross- 
ing numerous paths 
from one side of the 
property to the other 
down to the cat-tail 
swamps. When the 
leaves have fallen 
there is a view 
across the railroad 
tracks to the Shaw- 
sheen River and 
Vale Reservations.

Historical Society

version of ‘after dark’

“After dark” conjures up many images 
and memories, so come to the Andover His- 
torical Society’s morning coffee program for 
their version on Tuesday, Nov. 12, at 9:30 
a.m. Homemade refreshments and coffee will 
be available in the society’s historic Amos 
Blanchard House. The program is free and it 
is a good opportunity to see objects from the 
past and informally discuss bygone customs. 

For some “after dark” means turning the 
lights on. Though various lamps date from 
ancient times, it is the rushlight that was 
particularly common in early New England. 
Candleholders, often the choice of illumina- 
tion, were readily adapted to floor stands, 
wall sconces and chandeliers. 

Others may think of stepping out “after 
dark.” Dancing, singing and lecture-going 
were a few traditional choices. As for night- 
time places to go, people for generations have 
frequented inns and taverns. Local historian, 
Bessie Goldsmith writes in the The 
Townswoman’s Andover that “any man who 


had a large house often took in travelers as a 
matter of courtesy...The most distinguished 
visitor ever entertained within the (Abbot) 
tavern’s wall was General George Washing- 
ton...(and) on Tuesday evening, Feb. 19, 1828, 
those persons who felt favorably disposed 
toward the establishment of a Female High 
School...met at Mr. James Locke's,” 

However, for most people the dark hours 
mean sleep and a display of the materials, 
clothes and objects used for “bedding down” 
may be enlightening or at least provide hints 
of how to stay warm.

Students win award for video 


Three Andover High School students have 
achieved statewide recognition with their 
winning video production called Andover 
High and the Environment. 

The trio, juniors Chad Murphy, Ed Moore 
and Brandon Auchterlonie, entered their 
documentary in a contest sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Association for Educational 
Media and Massachusetts Educational Tele- 
vision. They won first place in the category 
of best documentary short. 

The three-minute video is about the Styro- 
foam and paper recycling that goes on at 
Andover High and includes an interview 
with biology teacher Al Coyot, who heads the 
recycling program. 

The video is set to music, has voice-overs 
by Andover High graduate John Tapia and 
features nature footage supplied by the 
League of Women Voters. 

It started out as a project for the advanced 
film-making class offered at the high school, 
according to Mr. Murphy. He, Mr. Moore and 
Mr. Auchterlonie worked together after 
school during the first half of last school 
year, brainstorming, talking to teachers and 
other students, and shooting and editing 
footage at the school’s production studio. 

“We all hated this project,” Mr. Moore 
said. “We were at each other's throats. The 
video certainly turned out for the better, but 
it was difficult to put together.” 

He labels himself “co-producer” and said 
although the video was a collaborative effort, 
most of the work, especially the editing, was 
done by Mr. Murphy. Mr. Auchterlonie said 
he helped provide the “raw materials”: the 
writing and camera work and preparation 
for editing, and that Mr. Moore and Mr. Mur- 
phy did more of the in-depth work. 

Andover High and the Environment was 
first shown last year on Channel 12, the stu- 
dent-run cable station. The video also aired 
on the now-defunct Channel 56 program 
Greenwatch, which Mr. Murphy called “an 
ecological watchdog for environmental 


offenders,” exposing companies that did not 
follow environmental regulations.

can receive incentive pay if they notify 
the administration in advance. Teach- 
ers who are 55 and who have been in 
the system at least 15 years are eligible 
for an additional $10,000 when they 
retire. The early retirement awards 
decrease as the age of the applicant 
increases, The smallest award, $3,000, 
is for a 63-year-old teacher. 

Teachers who have been in the sys- 
tem for more than 15 years earn 
longevity increases beyond their base 
salary. Those who have been teaching 
more than 15 years in Andover get 1 
percent of their base salary added to 
their total teaching income. Those who 
have worked 20 years get a 2 percent 
increase and those who worked 25 
years or more get a 3 percent increase. 

Substitute teachers earn $52.75 a 
day. After they’ve worked 60 consecu- 
tive days their pay increases to $65.20 a 
day. 

The schools’ salary budget also pays 
for custodians. There are 34 custodians 
on the payroll. The average custodian 
earns about $24,750. 

Cafeteria workers make $7.34 per 
hour on average. Their pay doesn’t 
come from the schools’ salary budget. 
According to Dr. McQuillan, it comes 
from a different account that pays for 
itself. The money students and teach- 
ers pay for lunches covers the operat- 
ing costs for the schools’ cafeterias.

Approximately 50 residents 
showed up at South Elementary 
School Oct. 28 for the first of several 
planned discussions on what 
Andover should strive to be in the 
21st century. 

Members of the Board of Select- 
men are attempting to create a mis- 
sion and vision statement the town 
can use as a guide for making policy 
decisions in the next 20 years and 
beyond. They are seeking input from 
the community through meetings, 
which will be held in schools 
throughout the town during the next 
six months, 

Several of the approximately 15 
residents who took the floor to speak 
Monday expressed interest in acquir- 
ing more open space for the town. 
Others pushed for more money for 
schools. 

Jack Holmes, of 40 Osgood St., said 
that open space doesn’t need to be 
trampled every day to be of value. He 
also said he was disappointed with 
the town’s lack of recreation facili- 
ties, such as soccer and baseball 
fields, 

Selectinan James Barenboim said 
he has been approached by soccer 
organizers who have said they would 
be willing to pay a user fee to have 
better maintained, and more fields. 
Mr. Barenboim said the town should 
look further into the possibility of 
user fees to help upgrade all playing 
fields, 

Jeff Picard, of 8 Glenwood Road 
Extension, said he is disappointed 
that town meeting has not set aside 
money for conservation land pur- 
chases 1n the last couple of years and 
that residents should “push for that 
money even in tight times.” 

Mr. Picard also questioned 
whether town meeting still serves its 
purpose. 

“Are we really trying to protect 
something that serves a purpose, but 
has really gone beyond it?” Mr.

installing solar energy panels on the 
roofs of schools that may have made 
the whole meeting worthwhile, 
according to Chairman Gerald Silver- 
man. 

Kevin Collins, of 415 8, Main St., 
told board members that Beverly 
High School installed active solar 
panels and not only sold the energy, 
but also paid for the roof of the 
school. 

Board members indicated they 
would pursue more information on 
the active solar energy to see if that is 
an option for the town.

can receive incentive pay if they notify 
the administration in advance. Teach- 
ers who are 55 and who have been in 
the system at least 15 years are eligible 
for an additional $10,000 when they 
retire. The early retirement awards 
decrease as the age of the applicant 
increases. The smallest award, $3,000, 
is for a 63-year-old teacher. 

Teachers who have been in the sys- 
tem for more than 15 years earn 
longevity increases beyond their base 
salary. Those who have been teaching 
more than 15 years in Andover get 1 
percent of their base salary added to 
their total teaching income. Those who 
have worked 20 years get a 2 percent 
increase and those who worked 25 
years or more get a 3 percent increase. 

Substitute teachers earn $52.75 a 
day. After they've worked 60 consecu- 
tive days their pay increases to $65.20 a 
day. 

The schools’ salary budget also pays 
for custodians. There are 34 custodians 
on the payroll. The average custodian 
earns about $24,750. 

Cafeteria workers make $7.34 per 
hour on average. Their pay doesn’t 
come from the schools’ salary budget. 
According to Dr. McQuillan, it comes 
from a different account that pays for 
itself. The money students and teach- 
ers pay for lunches covers the operat- 
ing costs for the schools’ cafeterias.

It does 
not include any stipend, incentive or 
reimbursement payments.

Approximately 50 residents 
showed up at South Elementary 
School Oct. 28 for the first of several 
planned discussions on what 
Andover should strive to be in the 
21st century. 

Members of the Board of Select- 
men are attempting to create a mis- 
sion and vision statement the town 
can use as a guide for making policy 
decisions in the next 20 years and 
beyond. They are seeking input from 
the community through meetings, 
which will be held in schools 
throughout the town during the next 
six months, 

Several of the approximately 15 
residents who took the floor to speak 
Monday expressed interest in aequir- 
ing more open space for the town. 
Others pushed for more money for 
schools. 

Jack Holmes, of 40 Osgood St., said 
that open space doesn’t need to be 
trampled every day to be of value. He 
also said he was disappointed with 
the town’s lack of recreation facili- 
ties, such as soccer and baseball 
fields. 

Selectinan James Barenboim said 
he has been approached by soccer 
organizers who have said they would 
be willing to pay a user fee to have 
better maintained, and more fields. 
Mr. Barenboim said the town should 


user fees to help upgrade all playing 
fields, 

Jeff Picard, of 8 Glenwood Road 
Extension, said he is disappointed 
that town meeting has not set aside 
money for conservation land pur- 
chases 1n the last couple of years and 
that residents should “push for that 
money even in tight times,” 

Mr. Picard also questioned 
whether town meeting still serves its 
purpose. 

“Are we really trying to protect 
something that serves a purpose, but 
has really gone beyond it?”

This tragic story was a vivid sequel 
to the writer’s return from a valuable, 
eight-hour course, sponsored by the 
American Association of Retired Peo- 
ple (AARP), at Northern Essex Com- 
munity College. Appropriately entitled 
“55-Alive — Mature Driving” and 
taught by an extraordinarily compe- 
tent volunteer, Ms. Myra Herrick of 
Beverly, this course covered a variety 
of do’s and don’ts in all sorts of driving 
conditions; and it served as a vivid 
reminder to many of the 15 60-80 year- 
old audience that they did not know it 
all, despite long accident-free records. 

Today’s highway conditions (in 
town and on freeways) demand defen- 
sive driving in which perceiving takes 
precedence over seeing. Had the two 
drivers involved in the Lawrence acci- 
dent gone beyond the state of seeing no 
stop sign and assuming right of way to 
perceiving catastrophic possibilities, 
Richard Harris would not have become 
a highway slaughter statistic. 

Unhappily, stop signs and red stop 
lights are no deterrent to too many of 
today’s highway menaces, who blithely 
trip through in porcine oblivion to the 
rights of other drivers, with not infre- 
quent disastrous results to all con- 
cerned. 

N.B. Would-be “mature drivers”: If 
another AARP “55-Alive” course is 
offered in this area, take it. It’s worth 
every cent of the modest fee. And con- 
trary to assorted seat-belt detractors, 
buckle up! Far more lives of drivers 
and passengers are saved by the buck- 
led vs. the unbuckled.

State courts 
are in turmoil 


Editor, Townsman: 

People wait months and years for 
cases to come to trial, vital documents 
are piled in corridors, court houses are 
filthy and vermin-infested, and 
records, which are kept by hand in the 
Same manner as they were 100 years 
ago, are painfully slow, if not impossi- 
ble to access. Some court houses have 
barely enough traffic to justify opening 
for the day while others are bursting at 
the seams. Sound like a scenario from 
some third-world country? In fact, it’s a 
description of the Massachusetts trial 
court system. 

Why should we care? After all, the 
courts aren’t like schools, highways 
and other public services that we use 
on a regular basis. ' 

We should care because court delays 
costs Bay State businesses millions, 
because our neighbors and friends 
seeking the court’s protection are 
stymied and endangered by bureaucra- 
cy and because millions of tax dollars 
annually pour into a system that has 
been called one of the most poorly man- 
aged judicial systems in the United 
States, 

Remedial steps must be quickly tak- 
en to rescue the trial court. The admin- 
istration must be consolidated and 
streamlined. The courts must comput- 
erize. Trial scheduling must be 
improved. And the Legislature must 
relinquish its politicizing of the judi- 
ciary’s budget and let the court place 
financial and human resources where 
they are truly needed. 

Surprisingly, all of these reforms 
can be accomplished without increas- 
ing the court’s meager budget. A Mas- 
sachusetts Bar Association study con- 
cludes that savings realized through 
the elimination of inefficiencies will 
easily cover any new costs, 


The Joint Committee on the Judicia- 
ry will likely report out a court reform 
bill in the next few weeks for the Legis- 
lature’s consideration. Readers of this 
paper should call or write their legisla- 
tors and let them know that meaning- 
ful court reform must be quickly adopt- 
ed or we will undoubtedly see the com- 
plete disintegration of the justice sys- 
tem.

Disagrees with 
Weld’s stand on 
teacher tenure 


Editor, Townsman: 

Gov. Weld’s proposal to eliminate 
tenure, which you examined in your 
last issue (“Weld wants to get rid of 
teacher tenure, page 1, Oct. 31), is 
merely a deflecting tactic by an admin- 
istration which refuses to own up to 
the truth: namely, that Massachusetts, 
which has the third highest per-capita 
income, spends almost the lowest 
amount of any state on public educa- 
tion (46th, by some estimates). 

Weld is trying to make it seem as 
though teachers have cushy, low-pres- 
sure jobs with an assured future, 
unwilling or unable to face the scruti- 
ny of their employers. Anybody who 
took the time to follow just one teacher 
through a typical workday, facing not 
just students in class, but all the prepa- 
ration and paperwork the job entails, 
would see Weld’s ploy for the mean- 
spirited diversionary tactic that it is. 

Many tenured teachers have been 
laid off in the past two years, not 
because they were incompetent or 
unneeded, but because school commit: 
tees with too little money simply elimi- 
nated their positions. Tenure did not 
protect these talented, dedicated peo- 
ple, or the students who had hoped to 
enroll in their courses, 

Teachers are held accountable, 
make no mistake, As a past department 
chairman in a local high school, I spent 
a lot of hours observing colleagues in 
their classrooms, and my evaluations 
always pointed out areas for improve- 
ment. The administrators to whom I 
submitted these evaluations expected 
no less. I am personally aware of both 
tenured and non-tenured teachers who 
were terminated or persuaded to leave 
the profession due to deficient perfor- 
mance, 

If we're going to evaluate anything, 
let's look at how Massachusetts stacks 
up against national norms. Consider- 
ing the disparity between average fam- 
ily income and the amount spent on 
public education, I would venture to 
say that teachers are the last people a 
fair-minded governor should be accus- 
ing of “milking the system”,

director, and no resumes, according to 
Mr. Downs. 

So the following Tuesday, Oct. 29, 
he went to Ms, Hall and asked to view 
the resumes. She said she felt uncom- 
fortable with that and called Buzz 
Stapezynski, town manager. The town 
manager called Special Town Counsel 
Michael Gilman, but couldn’t get an 
immediate decision, so Mr. Downs 
went home, 

When he tried to bring the matter 
up for discussion in a meeting with 
Board Chairman Gerald Silverman 
and Mr. Stapezynski later in the week, 
Mr. Silverman got up to leave the 
room, according to Mr. Downs. 

On Friday, Nov. 1, Mr. Stapcezynski 
said he had heard from Mr. Gilman 
and the answer was “no,” a selectman 
did not have the right to view the 
resumes of applicants, and doing so 
would violate the applicant’s right to 
privacy. 

Mr. Downs said he had a problem 
with that since selectmen are required 
to approve the appointments. Mr. 
Downs asked for that opinion in writ- 
ing,as well as an opinion from Thomas 
Urbelis, town counsel. 

At this Monday night’s board meet- 
ing, the written decision from attorney 
Gilman was delivered, but was differ- 
ent from what Mr. Downs had been 
told on Friday. 

Attorney Gilman’s written decision 
was that selectmen did have a right to 
view the resumes, but only of the three 


finalists for the appointment, and then 
only after notifying the applicants. 

Mr. Silverman said the board had 
never taken it upon themselves to 
investigate candidates recommended 
for appointment by the town manager, 
except for the town manager or town 
counsel positions, and he saw no rea- 
son to do so in this case. 

Mr. Stapezynski said 15 persons 
applied for the position. The resumes 
were screened by a two person screen- 
ing committee of Town Clerk Randall 
Hanson and Ms. Hall. The finalists 
were then sent to the town manager 
for review and Ms. Barlow was cho- 
sen, 

Ms. Barlow has worked as an 
account clerk in the town clerk’s office 
since February of 1990. 

After some discussion about the 
appointment process, and the role 
selectmen have played and should play 
in it, all five selectmen including Mr. 
Downs voted in favor of Ms. Barlow’s 
appointment. 

“I’m satisfied as far as the appoint- 
ment is concerned,” Mr. Downs said 
afterward. 

But the process was a different sto- 
ry. 

“The way I feel about it is, ’m on 
the Board of Selectmen, and actually 
just about anything in this town, that 
has to do with town business, I should 
be able to see,” Mr. Downs said. “I 
don’t feel I can appoint anything if I 
don’t know anything about it. That’s 
not the way it works.”

We have saved money by recycling this 
past year. The total tons for 11 months (the 
town took over the program in August 1990 
and the end of the fiscal year was the end of 
June) was 2,675.70. Paper totaled 2,168.25 
tons and glass only 507.41 tons. 

The contractor, Waste Management, got 
$121,680 for picking up and delivering the 
recyclables to a buyer. If Andover had had 
to pay the incinerator to burn the 2,675.70 
tons it would have cost us $175,927. From 
our savings of $54,247 we had to deduct 1/5 
of the cost of the bins ($10,960) and therefore 
had a net savings of $43,287. The contract 
called for payment of the bins over a period 
of five years. If we don’t have to renew this 
expense (and my bin is in excellent shape, 
no cracks, or dents) the potential for savings 
is more.

Andover High boys’ soccer Coach 
Dave Amundsen couldn’t help celebrat- 
ing, albeit quietly to himself, as the 
Golden Warriors’ quarterfinal round 
game against top-seeded Masconomet 
Regional entered the final two minutes 
of regulation with AHS ahead 1-0.

Andover was victimized by just 
such a play, when a mis-hit ball skid- 
ded past Reghitto and sent the tourney 
contest careening into overtime. 

The stunned Warriors, who had 
snatched possible defeat from the jaws 
of victory, were unable to regain their 
composure as revitalized Masco scored 
the game-winner on a Ryan Herlihy 
breakaway three minutes into the first 
10-minute overtime period. 

The devastating 2-1 loss, which fol- 
lowing a 2-1 overtime victory against 
Concord-Carlisle in a first round tour- 
ney game, ended Andover’s season.

Still, when Jerome Russem retired 
in 1990, Lee and Renee bought the store. 

Closing is sad and it hurts even 
more to see the employees losing their 
jobs, Mr. Russem said.

He appoints people to vacant and 
new positions not elected by the vot- 
ers or appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen; sets salaries for all town 
department employees: and can cre 
ate or eliminate departments and 
boards under his jurisdiction. 

He approves all the town’s bills. is 
in charge of all non-school purchasing 
and prepares the annual budget for 
town meeting, the annual town report 
and the five-year capital improve- 
ment plan. He oversees the town’s 
non-school construction plans and 
administers all the town’s property, 
except for schools. 

Town Clerk Randall L. Hanson is 
the town’s chief election ‘official, 
responsible for supervising elections. 
keeping voter lists and registering 
voters. She must also keep records of 
the town’s vital statistics and the min- 
utes of town meetings. She is appoint- 
ed by the town manager. 

Public Works Director Robert E. 
McQuade runs many of the town’s 
most essential operations, including 
providing the town with clean water 
and getting rid of the town’s liquid 
and solid waste. 

As director, Mr. McQuade oversees 
the Engineering, Water and Sewer, 
and Highway divisions, and solid 
waste disposal. 

The Engineering Division, headed 
by Town Engineer John Avery, pre- 
pares plans, oversees the bidding for 
town projects and reviews subdivi- 
sion plans for the Planning Board. 

The Water and Sewer Division, 
with the new Robert E. McQuade 
Water Treatment Plant, has the 
capacity to provide 24 million gallons 
of fresh water a day.

What is Town Meeting and how does it work?

pumpers, a utility truck, a 110-foot 
ladder truck and a fire alarm main- 
tenance truck. 

At West Andover, there’s a 
pumper and a reserve pumper; at 
Ballardvale, there’s one pumper. 

The 24-hour ambulance service in 
town is partially funded by a $100- 
plus-mileage fee. 

This year, with the help of dona- 
tions from local private companies, 
the department installed semi-auto- 
matic defibrillators, for treating 
heart attack patients, on the two 
ambulances and a fire truck.

It also responded to 578 
false or accidental fire alarms. 
There were no fire fatalities,

A few facts about your town 


Andover is an affluent, well-educat- 
ed, family-oriented town. But it is not 
small — Andover covers 32.1 square 
miles, 31 on land and 1.1 of water. 

The 1990 Federal Census counted 
29,151 persons living in Andover, 
15,106 female and 14,045 male.
